The graining of nalional suffrage lo 


women ihrougiionl Australia Is natur- 
ally hailed by the advocates of the bal- 
lot for women as a long slep of progress 
for tlielr muse.' The debate over the 
question In IheKciiale of t'eUeraled Aus- 
Aiisttulia, was spicy amusing. It shows 
'that the arguments both for and against 
equal rights for *'omcn are much the 
same at tho antipodes as In America. 


SeimlurO'L'onner, In introducing Ihe 


bill, said il would give Parliamentary 
sull'ragi) lo "Co, 107 women, lie saw no 
reason why I'urliamenl should continue 
to pass laws which had to be obeyed by 
women, without giving thu women 
borne voice, lu tho selection of those who 
made Die laws. 


Sir Josiah Bymon said women did 


not want to vote. Senator McUregur 
ofSouth Australia, where women al- 
ready had u voto for the local Parlia- 
ment, said lliey certainly showed no 
unwillingness 10 voto in his part of the 
country; for tn (South Australia there 
were 75,000 women on the electoral roll 
us computed with SL',000men. Senator 
Barren raid Ihe largesl pclilion ever 
presented to thu local 1'urllauicnt of 
Victoria was for woman Eultrugo. It 
had to be carried in oil the shoulders of 
two men. 


Senator Fiaser thought n woman's 


place was nt homo. Another Senator 
replied: "Senator Prusur would lake Ins 
lady friends lo church or to the theatre, 
but not lo Ihe ballot box." 


It was declared that the women 


would always vote for tho handsomest 
candidate. Senator Stewart retorted: 
'"That objeclion is completely destroyed 
by the Senators elecli-d lo Ihis body 
from Syuih.Allstrallrt, Not oncof them 
is a dude." This eally called out much 
laughter. 


Senator Ewlng, In u most oerlotis vein, 


pointed oul that lu England and most 
of Australia tho divorce laws uro une-

wife, but refusing the wife a divorce for 
Infidelity on ihe pan of her husband.
